This is the last of the articles I desire to 
write at this time on this wonderful subject 
of Pentecost which is 
so precious to all our 
hearts. 

I would take the 
words of Acts 2:1 for 
the opening thought: 
“And when the day 
of Pentecost was fully 
come.” What was 
the day of Pentecost? 
Pentecost means 50. What would that have 
to do with us? Significantly it occurred 50 
days after the Passover, or the death of 
Jesus Christ, and under the Old Covenant 
it was called the Feast of Weeks, or the 
Feast of Harvest, and it is the second an- 
nual feast.

In whatever approach one makes to 
God’s Word, from whatever angle it is 
studied, Christ must be revealed. Falling 
short of that our study has failed. He is 
the Living Word. 

Since “all Scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
. . . That the man of God may be perfect, 
throughly furnished unto all good works,” 
it is imperative that we study prophecy. 
However, even here Christ must be re- 
vealed to profit thereby. And, at that, not 
only in the sense that He is the center of 
prophecy and shall one day reign King of 
kings, but also He must be revealed as the 
One who seeks to reign in our hearts now. 
The throne is your heart—the kingdom 
within you. 

If Christ is to reign King of the nations, 
and He is, what bearing does that have to 
the present, to me now? We long to crown 
Him King of kings; and we do well to de- 
sire it, but we do better to make sure that 
He is King of our lives now! Is our long- 
ing to crown Him King based on our 
knowledge of Him as King of our lives? 
Or do we seek a new order of things be- 
cause our lives are failures and we are dis- 
gusted with our present conditions? We 
cannot possibly inherit success. No one 
ever inherited success. He must be our 
present success and satisfaction! 

Do we look for a kingdom? We should 
rather look for the King. It is not the 
“what,” the “how,” the “why,” the 
“where,” or even the “when,” of the King- 
dom of God, but it is the “Who.” Proph- 
ecy makes clear that Christ is coming soon. 
This hope reminds us that “we shall be 
like Him; for we shall see Him as He is!” 
Therefore, “every man that hath this hope 
in him purifieth himself, even as He is 
pute.” If our focus is correct, we shall be 
looking for Him! Expecting Him, we pre- 
pare our hearts to be like Him. 

When we study anti-Christian action, 
is our purpose to isolate an individual 
that we may identify Anti-Christ? Is it 
not rather that we might search our hearts 
to “see to it” that there is no anti-Christ 
spirit about us? John 6:66 shows the true 
spirit of Anti-Christ in simple expression. 
All men who are not for Christ are anti- 
Christ, but this spirit will be most fully 
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expressed in the Anti-Christ. 

We do well to apply ourselves to under- 
stand the trends of our day: political, ec- 
clesiastical, social, etc. We do well to ob- 
serve that everything is “falling out” ac- 
cording to God’s Word, and to assure and 
re-assure ourselves that God is the God of 
prophecy, “The same yesterday, and today, 
and forever.” But God speaks of future 
events for present instruction. He is com- 
ing! But has He come to you? He will soon 
reign King of the nations. But is He reign- 
ing in you?

What Price War! 

The War Production Board’s division 
of statistics announced that authorized 
expenditures for war from the beginning 
of the defense effort through February 
15, plus funds requested of Congress for 
war purposes, total 145 billion, 400 mil- 
lion dollars. This sum is more than five 
times the total of the world’s coined gold 
supply. 

In dollar bills laid end to end it would 
stretch around the world 577.8 times; in 
$10 bills it would reach the 237,857 miles 
between the earth and the moon 6.7 times. 
If in gold it would gold plate fairly heavily 
a 57-foot highway to the moon. 


Dead Sea Treasures 

A recent article in American Hebrew 
stated that “modern warfare is largely 
chemical, and in the Dead Sea, Palestine 
has one of the largest chemical reserves in 
the world. It is also practically the only 
source of potash. The potash yield of 
65,000 tons in 1939 was doubled the fol- 
lowing year; the bromine output was more 
than doubled. Bromine is indispensable 
for the production of the highest grade of 
aviation petrol. Magnesium metal, the 
lighest and strongest material for air- 
planes, is a byproduct of Dead Sea potash. 
For explosives, fertilizers, chemicals and 
a wide range of other vital war-time prod- 
ucts, the Dead Sea is an inexhaustible 
treasure house.” May this not be the

armies of Gog shall invade “the moun- 
tains of Israel” in the end-time?

HOME MISSIONARY MONEY 
(World Missions Plan) 

The question has come up several times 
as to how we can continue our Home Mis- 
sions program if fellowship meetings 
should be curtailed due to the war condi- 
tions of tire and gas rationing, etc. The 
following will be enlightening: 

Fellowship meeting offerings average 
just about $200 per month. 

We have 168 churches in our district, 
but only 51 of them send a Foreign Mis- 
sions offering to Springfield regularly each 
month. This leaves 117 who do so irregu- 
larly or not at all. It may surprise you to 
know that a few do not send even one of- 
fering throughout the year, and many of 
the others send only one, two, or three 
offerings during the year. 

Just think what could be done for mis- 
sions if all churches were consistent in 
sending regular monthly missionary offer- 
ings; for with this irregular giving, a total 
of $21,933.44 was sent from our District 
to Springfield for Foreign Missions in 
(The 1941 report has not been re- 
ceived from there yet.) 

Our own records show that during the 
past year, 1941, only 57 of the churches 
have co-operated under the World Mis- 
sions Plan (originally Busy Bee) so that 
20 per cent of the monthly missionary of- 
fering came back to the district. This has 
varied from $39 to $106 a month, averag- 
ing $600 to $700 a year. If all of our 
churches had sent their offerings in under 
the World Missions Plan, around $4,000 
would have come in. YOU CAN READ- 
ILY SEE THIS WOULD DOUBLE 
THE INCOME RECEIVED FROM 
THE FELLOWSHIP MEETING OF- 
FERINGS. 

At the present time, of the 57 churches 
mentioned above, only 14 of them are 
sending offerings regularly under this plan.

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Twenty-seven sent one offering; seven sent 
two offerings; two sent three offerings; 
and four sent four offerings; and three 
churches sent more than four offerings 
during the year. You can see by this that 
if the 43 churches that gave irregularly 
would become regular givers under the 
World Missions Plan our offerings would 
materially increase. And if all of our 168 
churches would send in regularly each 
month the amount would far more than 
double our fellowship offerings. IS THIS 
TOO MUCH TO ASK? I think not. 


On the pink remittance slip that is at- 
tached to the offering sent to Springfield 
there is a place to check if the offering is 
to be divided under this plan. We should 
encourage each church to do this as it 
means 75 per cent to Foreign Missions, 
20 per cent to Home Missions, and 5 per 
cent for the expense of the Foreign Mis- 
sions Department. This is the more equit- 
able way, and it is an easy way to take care 
of the need of our Home Missions field 
during this war emergency and even after 
that. I feel sure it will have the approval 
of the Lord. 

It would be well for the Presbyters to 
present this at the fellowship and minis- 
ters’ meetings in the sub-districts. I will 
be glad to present it to any church where 
the pastor feels he needs help to bring it 
before the people. 

Let us all co-operate together during 
these dark days, and instead of retrench- 
ing, go forward in the mighty name of 
JESUS advancing His Kingdom work He 


has given us to do. 


There are a few churches in the Distric* 
that take up a regular Home Missions of- 
fering each month besides their Foreign 
Missions offerings. These offerings, along 
with the personal offerings to Home Mis- 
sions, have been averaging a little over 
$50 per month. We pray that others may 
catch the vision and take on the burden of 
this need.. As we all do our part we ned 
not lack but have sufficient to meet all 


needs on our home field.—R.J.T.

SCRIPTURE MEMORY WORK 
“Thy word,” David said, “have I hid 


in mine heart that I might not sin against 
thee.” David’s discovery has proven a prac- 
tical fact and a workable defense against 
evil all down through the ages. 

When statistics prove that those con- 
fined to prison cells, those with criminal 
records, are definitely the men and women, 
and boys and girls that have been deprived 
of, or rejected, the teachings of the Word 
of God, we can readily see that there is 
a value here, a bargain which we cannot 
afford to miss. I wonder if we are doing it 
justice! 

The Primary and Junior ages are espec- 
ially responsive to Scripture memory work. 
Their minds and hearts are so alert and 
ready during these tender years. Special 
attention should be paid to these ages by 
the Sunday School teacher, their depart- 
ment superintendent, as well as their Chil- 
dren’s Church leader. 

I say all ages should practice memoriz- 
ing portions of Scripture: the memory 
texts of your Sunday School lessons, pre- 
cious promises quickened to us by His 
Holy Spirit, and portions of Scripture to 
aid us in personal work and in leading a 
soul to Christ. Yes, these and more should 
be in your heart as well as your mind. The 
Bible says, “Be ready to give an answer. . 
. .” Jesus was ready. He said, “It is 
BVENUOONS a cc's 

Because a number of Sunday School 
teachers have written in for assistance and 
suggestions along this line, I am outlining 
the following drill as an aid to Scripture 
memory: 

Note: Use the word “memorize” as lit- 
tle as possible. To some it is definitely con- 
nected with an uninteresting drudgery. 

To start with, in teaching a group to 
memorize a portion or verse of Scripture, 
let them see it as a whole. Either write it on 
the board, let them see it in their Bibles, 
or read it over to them several times, so as 
to get the whole thought. Explain it thor- 
oughly! Be sure that they understand 
what they are learning! Make the explana- 
tion as interesting as possible!

APRIL, 1942, GLAD TIDINGS 


Repetition is the method whereby we 
gain the best hold on knowledge of almost 
anything; therefore we will endeavor to 
use it. But we must be careful not to let it 
become monotonous. We must keep it fas- 
cinating; hence the following drill: 


1. Read or repeat the verse to be mem- 
orized to the class slowly and with expres- 
sion about three times over. (I ask them 
to close their eyes to shut out other attrac- 
tions, and so as to concentrate.) 

2. Ask someone to give the first word 

. someone the last ... another the 
first three, etc. 

3. Teacher reads the verse over slowly 
stopping to permit the class to add the 
important words as they come. 

4. Teacher repeats the first word, the 
class fills in the second, the teacher the 
third, the class the fourth, etc. (Then let 
the class start the verse and use the same 
method.) 

5. Let the boys repeat the first word and 
the girls the second, etc. This gives the 
class a chance to repeat the verse entirely 
by themselves. 

6. After the verse is fairly well learned, 
have as many of the boys and girls stand 


_as there are words in the verse each adding 


his or her word in turn. Then let each one 
of the group that is standing give the 
whole verse emphasizing his particular 
word. 

7. Write the words of the verse on out- 
ing flannel strips, (cut the words apart) 
mix them up and then let someone try put- 
ting them together on the flannel board be- 
fore the class. See which one can do it in 
the least time. 

8. See who can give you the number of 
words in the verse first. Ask for the middle 
word, the third word, the tenth, etc. Each 
time this necessitates saying the words over 
to themselves to get the proper number.) 

9. Ask someone of the class to repeat 
the verse until you say,“ Halt.” Then call 
on someone else to finish it, or let him call 
on someone else. 

10. When you are sure that they have 
the verse and will not be easily mixed up,

DEAR BOYS AND GIRLS: 


Last year before we started our “Garden 
Notebook,” we had a story about the 
Bleeding Heart. I wonder how many of 
you remember that little story. It was a 
story of the red heart-shaped flower that 
unfolds to the very end of a long tender 
green stem. The leaves of the plant are lacy 
and dainty, a wonderful example of God’s 
creative masterpieces. 

The reason we are mentioning the Bleed- 
ing Heart again is because we want to 
get it and its story into your notebook. 
It speaks, you know, of the Heart that 
was broken for us. It tells the “Cruci- 
fixion” story, the story of the Cross where 
the heart of Jesus was made to bleed for us.

At night you may 
hear the sirens blow as a signal for all 
lights to be put out. And, oh, how dark 
the cities become in such a time.

South India 


Sister Lydia Graner writers: “Adjoining 
our compound is a large tank where people 
bathe daily. Although the water is very 
stagnant only the high caste are allowed 
to use this place. As they bathe here 
often they can be seen worshipping before 
they return to their homes. As they stand 
in the hot noon-day sun for a half hour or 
more with their hands folded in a worship- 
ful attitude, our hearts are often stirred as 
we realize their hopeless plight. Also the 
rivers are visited for the same purpose, 
especially on certain festivals when thou- 
sands come hoping to receive cleansing, 
but they return with the same burden of 
sin... . Pray for us that God may break 
the powers of darkness and that souls may 
be liberated from the enemy. 

“Last month we were privileged to 
gather together with our missionaries and 
workers in Travancore for our first Indian 
Conference. ... The Lord met with us in 


a very precious way. Reports from the 
different sections of the field were espe- 
cially helpful as our workers were stirred 
to do more for God as they listened to 
what was being done by others. . . . The 
Bible classes held with our workers during 
the rainy season were blessed with His 
presence, but now it is time to go into the 
villages and homes of the people and tell 
them of the Christ they need so much.” 


Japan 


Sister Harriet Dithridge is still in Japan. 
The letter received from her was written 
before the outbreak of the present war. 
She tells of the conditions there just before 
the war, when it was becoming increasing- 
ly difficult to carry on the work in the face 
of great obstacles. Many missionaries, 
over half of all the missionary force of all 
denominations in Japan, had already re- 
turned to their homelands. Food-stuffs 
were scarce and high in price then; many 
things had to be bought by ticket. Sugar 
and sweets were especially scarce, and they 
had to do without eggs for weeks at a time. 

There were many accounts of healings 
in answer to prayer: a little girl healed of 
inflammatory rheumatism, a baby with 
dysentery whose life was despaired of, 
two babies healed of hernia, two women 
with arthritis, and many other cases of 
deliverance and testimony. Let us remem- 
ber to pray for our sister.

imagine. Having seen the same people, 
the same surroundings, the same hin- 
drances, and the same troubles, we are 
prone to say, “My consecration to God, 
and my appointment to this office makes 
it necessary that I carry on.” And so we 
carry on Sunday after Sunday; not stirring 
ourselves for new ideas or methods, new 
pupils, new possibilities, new aspirations, 
or new ways of presenting the truth to our 
class. Should I rush into your school to 
where you were teaching, and begin very 
abruptly to say, “Wake up, teacher, wake 
up, teacher,” you might be offended. There 
are thousands of splendid individuals in 
Christian work who are just as much 
asleep to the possibilities that are theirs. 
If only they could realize these possibili- 
ties, what a class they could have! 


Attend Conferences 


Possibly you would like to know how 
you can keep alert or awake. One excel- 
lent way is to talk with those who are deal- 
ing* constantly and successfully with Sun- 
day School problems. Another way is to 
attend all the teachers’ meetings in your 
church. Be sure you attend the Sunday 
School Conference in your section. Then, 
as often as possible, read Sunday School 
books and magazines written by those with 
years of experience, and who have been 
able to do things for God. Moreover, read 
every issue of the Sunday School Cousel- 
lor. 


Seek for Conversions 


Have you kept an evangelistic appeal in 
your class discussions? It is very easy to 
forget that our main purpose as teachers 
is that our class membership accept Christ 
as Saviour. Of what value is my knowing 
about His wonderful gifts, if I do not 
accept Him as my Lord and Master? 

Quite often we do not sufficiently value 
the conversion of children. If we fail to 
win them in their tender years, they may 
never accept Christ. Inquiring personally 
of many at the altar in evangelistic service, 
if that was the first time they had come 
for salvation, almost without exception I 
have been told that they had made a start 
when very young. That does not show that 
child evangelism is a failure. It proves the 
value of it, for had there not been that 
seed of truth and experience in their young 
lives, possibly the salvation message would 
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have fallen on hardened hearts. 

Then last I would like to say, if we want 
to be a better teacher we must strive to be 
SUCCESSFUL. I can almost hear some- 
one say, “It is required of God’s stewards 
that they be found faithful, not success- 
ful.” But I would like to add to that say- 
ing, my friend, that I firmly believe if we 
look closely we will discover that faithful- 
ness and success have been wedded. Where 
we see one we will most certainly see the 
other. Sometimes we think we are much 
more faithful than we actually are—for 
the results will show us just where we 
stand, 


Success means we have carefully pre- 
pared ourselves for the work we set out to 
do. We are never successful by mete acci- 
dent. We begin at the bottom by careful 
study and diligent application. One of the 
best ways to know how to teach a Sunday 
School class is to carefully study the Teach- 
er Training Courses offered by the Gospel 
Publishing House. These courses will give 
groundwork for our Sunday School les- 
sons which is very necessary. 


Know Your Pupils 


Not only is it necessary to know our 
Bible, but we must know our class. Every 
individual is different, and needs our own 
individual care if we influence him proper- 
ly. Too many are teachers ONLY on 
Sunday mornings. We are unable to give 
this individual prayer, thought, and atten- 
tion if our class occupies our attention for 
only one hour a week. We never are quite 
able to get into the life and hearts of those 
individuals if that is the only time we give 
them. Some teachers never have the time 
to give their class outings. They are too 
busy to have them in their homes. Thus, 
the affection which the class should have 
for the one who is their teacher is not 
there. And they will never receive com- 
mendation as did Mr. Moody when one 
Sunday he asked his class to mention the 
thing for which they were most thankful. 


With one accord they all said, “For you, 
Mr. Moody.” 


When we keep the thought of success 
uppermost we will never measure the time 
spent on our class. We will never care 
how much time we spend, for we are anx- 
ious to do the job well. The individual 
interested in money never thinks of the 
time he spends at making it; he is inter- 
ested in money. May God fill our hearts 
with an eager desire to be at our very best 


for Him. That is the thing which takes 
us out of the ordinary and causes us to be 
successful. Love for God and His work 
never asks, “How much must I do?” burt 
rather, “How much may I do?” 


If we would be successful in our work | 


of teaching we must give very careful at- 
tention to those pupils who have a ten- 
dency to be indifferent and delinquent. 
This seems to be the hardest job for many 
of our teachers. Some way we have failed 
to get ourselves across to them. The inter- 


ested ones cause no anxious care. They 5 


will always be on hand. Some teachers 
are interested only in the last group. They 
make special pets of them, showing pref- 
erence whenever a choice is to be made. 
This places the indifferent ones farther 
away, and gives the teacher fewer oppor- 
tunities for winning them. 
Care for Absentees 

Whenever a pupil is absent, by all means 
let him know he has been missed. We all 
like to be given some consideration, and to 
ignore a pupil so completely as not to let 
him know you missed him is serious. Soon 
there will be a tendency for the pupil to 


say, “My teacher doesn’t care if I’m in 


class or not, so I’ll just stay away.” Follow 
your absentee with an absentee card or a 
visit the first Sunday he is away. If he is 
not out the second Sunday be sure to make 
a call in the home. 

God can help you to be successful if you 
are really wanting to be. I do so hope you 
will continue in your resolution, and that 
each day you will tell the Lord, “Lord, I 
am resolved that I will be a BETTER 
Sunday School teacher.”

of a number of chaplains in both army and 
navy. Thirty of the larger Protestant de- 
nominations formed a committee known 
as “The General Commission on Army 
and Navy Chaplains” with offices at 1137 
Woodward Building, Washington, D. C. 
This committee was entrusted with the re- 
sponsibility of passing upon applicants for 
commissions as chaplains. 

Each of the larger denominations was 
permitted to recommend ministers for ap- 
pointment as chaplains on a percentage 
basis. The larger denominations were, of 
course, permitted to have the larger num- 
ber of chaplains. It was found the Assem- 
blies of God would be permitted to have 
not more than six or seven. Because of the 
small number of chaplains permitted and 
the cost necessitated by the support of a 
member of the commission, it was deemed 
unwise to send a representative to Wash- 
ington to serve as a member. The Assem- 
blies of God, therefore, is not represented 

-on the Commission on Army and Navy 
Chaplains. 

Since the Selective Service Act was 
passed, a number of our young men have 
applied for appointment as chaplains, the 
necessary letters of recommendation being 
issued by the executive office of the Gen- 
eral Council. So far, only one of our 
ministers has been able to receive appoint- 
ment to the Chaplains’ Reserve Corps, all 
the rest being rejected because their train- 
ing did not qualify them for the position. 
For this reason the executive office has been 
reluctant to issue further letters of recom- 
mendation unless assurance is given that 
the candidate can qualify for appointment 
according to the standards adopted by the 
War Department. 

Recently a new call has been issued for 
more applicants for commissions as chap- 
lains in the army, and it has been thought 
that the standards prescribed by the army 
are being modified. This is a mistaken 
idea, for a recent statement issued by the 
General Commission on January 10, 1942, 
while asking for volunteers, also prescribes 
that “applicants must be between the ages 
of 24 and 45 years, and must be graduates 
of accredited colleges and seminaries. The 
army requires three years of pastoral expe- 
rience. The navy takes a man directly 
from the seminary. Both services require 
a denominational endorsement which, for 
Protestant candidates, is secured through 
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less, and unprofitable. It is like the 


the General Commission on Army and 
Navy Chaplains, 1137 Woodward Build- 
ing, Washington, D. C.” 

We confess that very few of the minis- 
ters of the Assemblies of God have had a 
four-year college training topped by a 
three-year seminary course. Because of 
this fact we are reluctant to give letters of 
recommendation to our ministers who de- 
sire to become chaplains and then suffer 
the embarrassment of having the applicant 
turned down by the General Commission 
serving in Washington. Until there is 
positive assurance the standards prescribed 
by the War Department have been modi- 
fied, the executive office will continue in 
its policy of caution in the granting of let- 
ters of recommendation to its ministers 
who are seeking appointment as chaplains.

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The Excellence of the New Testament ; 


In speaking of something new in the 
sense in which we speak of the NEW Tes- 
tament we do not mean it to be just like 
wearing a new dress when the old one 
would still satisfactorily serve its purpose, 
but we mean an entirely new instrument of 
different construction, different mechan- 
ism, different rules and regulations of op- 
eration, with new tools to handle the in- 
strument, even as a horse and buggy would 
not compare with an automobile or an aero- 
plane for a long-distance trip.

According to his limited knowledge and
